15475.98 RC USB, Fri Feb 3 at 1958, another 
short-notice test by LRA36, already on with songs, S5/S8 into 
Argentine SDR. All 4 RX are tied up with this so I camp at first on 
the one tuned to this exact frequency. More rock past hourtop, 2008 
finally Morse code and voice s/on, multi-lingual announcement, brief 
scripted intro about ham radio = radioaficion; something about 1927y, 
“la radio viva en la Antartida’*; 2011 song; 2012 *‘‘Uniendo Voces’ ° 
joint produxion with RAE and a university name I can’t catch. Juan has 
two guests both named Alejandro, and Nicola/Nicole? also mentioned as 
technician. 


2015 contact info; chat about bases. 2029 rock music break. 2033 **Su 
cia’* ID, Radio Nacional with ‘Panorama Nacional* originating here on 
network, M-F 6-7 [later implies in the morning] during January. 2034 
about soberania, RAE produxion. 2035 weather currently on the plus 
side, 8.5C, windchill 4.8; winds W 30 gusting to 45 kph, and partly 
cloudy. Contact info, two Alejandros, who are updating equipment, 
ultimately to use more frequencies on augmented schedule. 2040 
interview about veterans. 2057 ID, contacto info. 2058 closing, 
modernization to be completed by xnext*x summer. 2101 songs only keep 
playing past 2123. 


Walt Salmaniw was barely hearing this direct in BC 

for first time in a long time; Bruce Churchill finds good reception 
via remote in Iceland - which is an all-oceanic trans-Atlantic path. I 
continue to know I’m never going to hear it direct again until upgrade 
so don’t even try. I guess will be on again Saturday at regular time 
1500, maybe 1900 too? 


Horacio Nigro, who has been tipping the WOR iog about upcoming LRA36 
specials, adds this: *°Evidently the primary adjustment work to the 
transmitter has improved low modulation issue. 

Today news via Adrian Korol add this additional information: 


From Radio Nacional Resistencia they are sending by land a repaired 1 
kW Collins HF80 to Base El Palomar and then flying it in a Hercules 
aircraft to Antarctic Base Marambio and from there by helicopter to 
Esperanza. If everything goes well they will be loading it from the 
heliport in the Unimog and we will lower it with the Arcangel San 


Gabriel bobcat to the radio with the purpose of leaving that 1 kW 
transmitter until next summer when we will have a new solid 10 KW. 
Much better reception in Chile and the southern America area reported 
today. Horacio Nigro CX3BZ Uruguay’ ° 


And Andy Robins adds at 2347 Feb 3: *‘Argentine Antarctic ARO Station 
on 20 Meters --- LU1ZV at Base Esperanza in Antarctica (the same QTH 
as SWBC station LRA36 on 15476 kHz) is fair level on 14282 kHz at 2335 
UTC on February 3. Working stations, mostly in the U.S. "by the 
numbers" (by the number in their callsigns) and "split," listening 
"five up" on 14287 kHz, to alleviate the QRM. 73, Andy Robins KE8TEN, 
Kalamazoo, Michigan USA, Icom IC-7300 and ZS6BKW multiband dipole at 
35'** (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx ANTARCTICA. 15475.98 RC USB, Sat Feb 4 not tuned in until 1514 via 
Argentine remote, S7/S9 rap in Spanish, 1516 more songs. Seems I did 
not miss much as Dan Robinson says they cut on at *1511. Finally 1529 
s/on, multi-lingual disclaimer, ‘‘siempre mirando al sur, desde 
Patagonia’*; scripted piece about ‘‘malvinazando’* which is the theme 
of this transmission, somehow linking today in Antarctica with the war 
40+ years ago over Falklands: are they implying that Esperanza will be 
defended militarily should the Brits invade?! 


BTW neither today nor recently have they played the *‘Antartida’° 
themesong as part of the opening, that we enjoyed so much; why not? 


1534 live opening, says lots of people in the studio, staff name 
credits, hosted by Juan Benavente, and welcoming YL Carla Calzado. 
This is the only Argentine station on SW, on either continent. 
Greeting to Jujuy and Neuquén. Carla gives the weather: +7 C, wind 
chill +3, SE at 27 kph, partly cloudy. Talking about flights expected. 
(At this time for the record I check for any trace of a signal direct: 
none!).

1552 **‘Uniendo Voces** program title/theme; contact info again; 
interview an Alejandro; contact info again; saludos; same wx info 
again. Trying to make phone contact with Claudio, failing time and 
again. 


1616 says all their communication is via a satellite. 1617 about ham 
contacts yesterday on 20m and 10m with USA, Europe as well as 
Argentina. 1618 whatsapp number again by Carla, rock music. 1622 RAE 
AAM multi-lingual ID. 1624 contact info yet again by Carla for Uniendo 


Voces. Interview with Daniel Marchi, veteran of Malvinas, finally 
connecting 1630 after fourth? try, “‘hola, hola, hola’*, **cambio?’°. 
Again about Malvinazar. Weather again. Long discussion as my ears are 
glazing over by now. 1659 seems to finish, rock music; 1700 RNASG and 
RAE IDs, Carla with contact info, saludos. 


1717 music only whenever checked; some of the rock seems in English. I 
daresay much music has nothing to do with Antarctica or even 
Argentina; why bother? Also music only at 1800, 1857 past 1944 tho the 
repeat was supposed to start at 1900? No, it’s 2000, Horacio Nigro has 
just found out. Also this additional info via him earlier at 0159 UT 
Feb 4 to WOR iog:

I’m not paying attention to this replay but others monitor it 
for hours more, with improving reception direct to Europe. Still going 
at my final recheck 2123 music (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


*xx ANTARCTICA. 15475.98 RC USB, Tue Feb 7 at 1945, LRA36 is on again 
with songs, S4/S5 into Argentine remote. Tnx to Horacio Nigro for 
advance notice a few hours earlier of another extra broadcast at 2000. 
2002 standard s/on, multi-lingual disclaimer; 2003 scripted piece 
about Malvinazando, joint produxion with RAE. 2005 contact info; 2007 
mentions LU1ZV ham operation from Esperanza Base. Now I’m also getting 
it slightly better via Brasil remote, S4/S7. But not really interested 
in content somehow connecting the failed Falklands war 40+ years ago 
with current Antarctic hegemony. At one point interviews a woman who 
set foot on Malvinas while Argentina held it and talking about LRA60 
which briefly replaced FIBS. 2039 song. 


2045 seems to start the whole thing over with RAE multi-lang ID, 2046 
“*s/on’*, 2046 scripted Malvinazando piece; 2048 ‘Uniendo Voces’ ° 
jointly with RAE and some Universidad Nacional whose name I still 
don’t catch; contact info. 2102 about LRA60. Recording of it 2 April 
1982, IDs in Spanish and English and a snippet of Arg. national 
anthem. 2118 song at S5/S9; 2129 ID, more music past 2136 when I 
de-remote, but by 2140 reconfirm on two direct receivers zero signals 
at all. Would not be surprised if further emissions ensue on daily 
notices; Wed 1500 used to be a prime time (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 
tbut not heard on Feb 8} 


*x BOUVET ISLAND. 21225 USB, Feb 8 at 1635, big ham DXpedition is on 
air, 3Y0J. Working stations as fast as possible, which means uttering 
call of contact and signal report. ONLY OCCASIONALLY utters own 
callsign, heard at 1639, 1654. I think: could have been a contact 
saying it. I again object to typical DXpedition protocols. Callers see 
no need to call the station by name: they just keep saying their own 
calls. IMO, no contact should be complete without BOTH stations saying 
the call of the other, followed by ‘‘this is** or ‘‘from’* theix own 
call, every time! So it takes a few more seconds: live with it. 


Further problems: 3Y0J often QRMed by stations calling him on same 
frequency. Others without IDing themselves often interject ‘‘up 


five!** and then some other others swear at them for doing that. All 
this I was hearing via the Campo SDR in Brasil. The TWR S Africa SDR 
was tied up on 10115, evidently the CW frequency of 3Y0J, I did not 
try to copy, but I bet they still sent **DE’* to make it clear who is 
who. At 1652 could not hear 3Y0J direct on 21225 but occasional 
interlopers and most activity by callers on 21230 where they are 
supposed to be (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx BRAZIL. 410 kHz, Feb 8 at 1633, IG, ND beacon via Campo SP SDR as I 
bring it up to reach Bouvet, already tuned here. Classaxe RNA shows IG 
is at Guarulhos SP nearby, but not listed by dxinfocentre.com (Glenn 
Hauser, OK, WOR) 


*xk CANADA. 224 MCW kHz, Feb 2 at 0800 UT, dash and DN, a new beacon 
for me and a VG one! Only 25 watts and listed as decommissioned at 
dxinfocentre.com, from Dauphin, Manitoba, which is 1650 km away = 1025 
miles at 41 miles per watt, if the path were along the ground, 
slightly more via ionosphere. {see below} 


233 MCW kHz, Feb 2 at 0800 UT, dash and BR, which is 200 watts at 
Brandon, Manitoba; last heard Feb 10, 2021 at 0706. 


250 MCW kHz, Feb 2 at 0759 UT, dash and FO, 1600 watts at Flin Flon, 
Manitoba. 


I seldom hear anybeacons below 248 WG Winnipeg, let alone any 
Superpower Euro LWBC; I suspect my R75 and E/W longwire are losing 
sensitivity that low. Habitually to avoid MW overload images, I DX 
longwave above 350 with both preamps off, below 350 with only Preamp 
1. But this time I'm on Preamp 2 but with separate ATTenuation 
engaged, which may make the difference (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


*xx CANADA. Re my DauphiN MB beacon log in last report: *‘‘Glenn, Beacon 
DN-224 is not scheduled to be decommissioned until April 20, 2023 as 
part of Phase 9, according to the NAV CANADA website. About a dozen 
DX’ers heard it this past weekend during a coordinated listening 
event. The NDB list at the dxinfocentre.com website is in error. Steve 
Howe, Saint Albans, VT°* (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx CUBA. 15140, Feb 3 at 1614, RHC missing, but still on 11760, and no 
more extra frequencies on 13 or 15 MHz bands. 15140 back on after 1930 
in Kriyol. 


Meanwhile circa 1615, many weak JBA signals on 11 & 15 MHz have 
Doppler flutter, disturbed hi-latitude paths. Yet WWV reports *‘‘no 
Spaceweather storms’* while K-index went up from 2.0 at 15 UT to 3.33 
at 18; that’s all it takes.

12035, Feb 7 at 0719, songs S9/+20 direct, and soon 
hearing same much weaker on // 12005. Per EiBi, both R. Farda via

sign of any jamming, as apparently Iran does not try to block it, why 
not? (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


*xk KIRITIMATI [and non]. 846 kHz, R. Kiribati: since had not detected 
it lately after 07 UT direct as JBA carrier, wondering if off the air; 
so checking Maui remote SDR, Feb 2 at 0526 an hour after local sunset, 
not even a trace on the waterfall; while 850 is a JBV trace from Hilo:

7255-, February 6 at 0642, VON is on with sufficient 
modulation in presumed Hausa, S$9+10 direct; and still at 0710 final

xk NIGERIA. 7255-, Feb 8 at 0745, S8/S9 of dead air from VON. 
Something's nullified in Nigeria (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR)

carrots’ * as had been heard two+ years ago. Ron Howard and I heard it 
Nov 25, 2020 on 6924.884 and I copied the CW and voice IDs. More new 
reports:

5960.015, Feb 3 at 2306, VOT English, VG S9+25/35 into 
UTwente. After SPAIN, q.v., 2315 retune as theme to ‘Feeling 
Supreme/The Healing Spring’ is ending. Now the XJPBS CCCCCCI 
understation is audible but way down. 2316 ‘Did You Know That?* about 


1/4 of Turkey's honey produxion coming from Mugla province, where 
there are orchards and beekeeping, especially pine honey which has 
high mineral content. Note the curve over the g which means it sounds 
like a W just like Erdogan, but in this case it’s virtually silent, 
“*Moo-lah’*. That's the 48th of 81 provinces in Wikipedia's 
alfabetical list; in the SW corner on the Aegean, probably with the 
mildest climate north of the TRNC. BTW I can’t recall VOT ever 
mentioning Cyprus. 


2323, ‘Weekly Analysis’, *‘‘special program: Turkey's defense industry 
continues to shine like a star’’, in 2022y, i.e. weapons of 
destruxion. 2328 music break; 2339 multi-lingual ID filler reel; 2341 
more songs; 2351 multi-lingual ID filler reel again!
